This was done by putting 
in a TelAutograph electronic long- 
hand system linking our two mix 
plants with the dispatcher’s office. 


lelAutograph is a system of wire 
communications for the transmission 
of handwritten messages. To produce 
clear handwritten instructions in 
either or both of our mixing plants, 
an operator in our dispatcher’s office 
merely picks up a pencil-like stylus 
attached to the machine. A simple 
pressing of a button activates the 
electronic longhand system. Once the 
machine is turned on, the operator 
simply writes his message on a trans- 
mission plate just as he would across 


a piece of paper. The message is 


written oul completely both at the 
operating station and on any desired 
receiving units in the system 

The machine in the dispatcher’s of 
fice is called a transceiver because it 
both transmits and receives messages 
The machines in the plants are re 
ceivers only. The system comes com- 
plete with an almost-foolproof set ol 
Alongside the 


transceiver in the dispatcher’s office 


controls and signals. 


is a control panel on which we push 
buttons to determine which plant re 
ceives the written messages. It is pos 
sible to send the same message to 
both plants, but this is very rarely 
necessary in our operation.
